Wo learn today that the 
Traffic Departmont hoe docided 
on o further reduction of ona 
hundrod in the numbor of the 
Colony’s public riokshas. " 
“Congestion in tho streots, 
brought or by tho increasing 
volume of motor and othor vohi- 
cular traffic, is given os tho 
ronson for this reduction, which 
is boing carried out on a basis of 
twelve por cont. of tho. total 
numbor of rickshas on the island. 
At tho beginning of this month 
thero wore 1125  riokshns in 
Hongkong and 720 in Kowloodn 
and the mainland plying for 
public hire, with 33 othors in use 
on on temporary liconce. The 
withdrawal of one hundred of 
theso vahicles has now brought 
the total down to 1,025, with the 
‘possibility that ao furthor fifty 
will bé taken off the streets on 
the mainland, ae

RICKSHAS “FARMED OUT." 


As the question’ has often boon 
asked, it will bo of interest to 
state hore just what the condi- 
tions are undor which this section 
of the community works and lives. 
Wo all know tho rickshe coolio 
to bo a hard-working and choorful 
fellow, cava sometimes whon it 
comes to a question of dociding 
the fare, whon, as likely as not, 
our previous good opinion of him 
may be reversed. On tho quos- 
tion of fares thore aro always two 
opinions expressed, but having 
regard 10 tho strenuous nature of 
bis calling, very faw will begrudgo 
the cents the rickshaman carns 
in tho courso, of a day's work. 

Tho rickehas of thia Colony, a8 
elsewhere in tho Far East. where 
this method of transport is in 
yoguo, are operated on tho farm- 
ing system; that is to say, the 
monopoly is granted to a numbor 
of “farmors,” who in thoir turn 
construct and providd tho rick- 
shas for the coolics. Of such 
lessoes thero are seventeen in 
Hongkong. They charge the 
coolies somo fifty cents a day 
for the use of the rickshas, and 
this charge has to come out of 
tho coolies' daily takings. 


EARNING AND HOUSING. 


Tho Telegraph roprosontative 
war informed that tho avorage 
oarning powor of a ricksho coolio 
in Hongkong is about o dollar o 
day, in addition to which he is 
givon freo quartors in what aro 
tormed “coolic-houses.” ‘Those 
promises aro moagrely furnished 
and the chiof feature in the mat- 
ter of accommodation is the 
donstruction of a doublo row of 
bunks all along tho sides of 
the. floor.

It wan pointed out by several 
spenkers that on recount of local 
conditions the arrangement con- 
templated was impracticable in 
rerpect of second and third class 
pnssengers. The solling of tickets 


00 board was absolutely necessary 


in tho interest of busincas, because 
no shipowner would bo able to sny 
how many possengors could bp 
carried until after nll cargo had 
been londed and checked. Thero

Another amondment also aroused 
discustion, This reads as follaws:
